A dispatch from Dantzie states that 
unemployed workingmen, unablé to get 
work promised them by the govern- 
ment, today pillaged bakers’ shops and 
seized bread and meat. The police 
force finally, after a struggle, dis- 
persed the mob. 

Another dispatch says that the riot- 
ing and pillaging was done by the law- 
less element of the city, who took ad- 
vantage of the excitement to rob shops.

AN EXECUTION HORROR. 


The Guillotine Failed to Do its Work— 
Shocking Scenes. 

Beruin, March 4.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A horrible story was 
received here today from Slade, a small 
3 in Hanover. A murderer was to 

de guillotined there today. He was 
placed in position, but when the knife 
fell, to the horror of the spectators, it 
failed to sever the head from the trunk, 
leaving the neck in ahorribly mutilated 
condition. The horror ofthe scene was 
increased when the executioner raised 
the knife and made an attempt to 
wrench off the head of the unfortunate 
man with his hands, while blood hed 
in torrents from the gaping wounds. 

In spite of all his tugging and _ twist- 
ing, he failed to tear it off, and again 
placed the* body under the guillotine. 
Again the blade failed to perform its 
work, only leaving the remains more 
mutilated than before. The brutal exe- 
cutioner then took a knife and hacked 
and slashed at the back of the neck un- 
til he succeeded in tearing the head 
away. 


Much Distress in Vienna. 

Lonpon, March 4.—A special agent of 
Reuter’s Telegraph Company, who is 
inquiring into the distress in Vienna, 
paints terrible pictutes of the destitu- 
tion that prevails in that city. There 
is distress in many houses, he says, 
whose splendid exteriors give no suspi- 
olon of their miserable duteriors. e 
cellars in such hénses, he affirms, are 
found crowded with starving persons 
out of work and others earning only 
mere pittances. Hundreds are unable 
to pay rent aud exist in daily fear of 
eviction. But in spite of all this mis- 
ery there is a total absence of evidence 
of vice among the sufferers. 


The Reds Active in Spain. 

Barce.ona, March 4.—The police have 
discovered a regular Anarchist organi- 
zation here and have seized a large 
amount of Anarchistic literature that 
had been privately printed in various 
languages. The leaders, who are mostly 
intelligent and educated foreigners of 
determined character, have been ar- 
rested. They admit that they are pre- 
paring to foment strikes and street 
demonstrations. 


Caprivi Raises.a Howl. 

‘Berwin, March 4.—It is reported that 
Chancellor von Caprivi is to revive the 
attempt made by Bismarck to create a 
state monopoly of the brandy manu- 
facture in Germany. The Tagblatt, 
commenting on the report, says that 
the creation of sucha monopoly would 
call forth a storm of protests. which 
would put the previous demonstration 
in the shade. 


Archbishop Ireland Defended. 

Rome, March 4.—A sensation has 
been created by the publication in the 
Moniteur of a long article evidently in- 
spired by the Pope.

California Loses a Slice of Her 
World’s Fair Space. 


Nearly 20 per cent. of the Area Lopped Of 
—The State Commission Embar- 
rassed in Their Plans by 
the Action.

San Francisco, March 4 — [By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Catfforuse World's 
Fair Commission received a com- 
munication today from Chief Burnham, 
of the construction department at Chi- 
cago, stating that the Exposition Com- 
pany intended to build an elevated rail- 
way through the grounds and that it 
would be necessary to take from the 
California plat a strip 40 feet wide 
and 580 feet in length as a 
portion of the road. The space in 
Jacksén Park assigned to this State 
comprised about 122,000 square feet 
and as the contemplated action of the 
local governing board in Chicago will 
deprive California of 23,000 square 
feet, almost 20 per cent. of the ground 
assigned to her, the commissioners 
naturally feel very indignant. 

In addition to this large reduction of 
space the Chicago board will impose 
upon the California commission the ad- 
ditional hardship of reducing the dimen- 
sions of the State building after ar 
rangements for its erection have been

A New Phase in the Chicago 
Tragedy. 


How Suspicion Came to be Directed 
to Dr. Seudder. 
Conflicting Opinions as to the Sup- 
posed Murderer’s Sanity. 


The Body of Mrs. Dunton Exhumed—Ag 
Autopsy Leaves No Doubt That 
Her Death Was Due to 
Foul Play. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Cuicaco, March 4.—[By the 4 
ated Press.] Who drew up the forged 
will?’ is tonight the first question in 
the Jekyll-Hyde case that is puzzling all 
Chicago. But for the alleged discovery 
of Dr. Scudder’s surreptitious handling 
of the private papers of the rich woman 
he is charged with having murdered, he 
might never have been suspected of the 
crime. The forged will is in the posses- 
sion of Attorney Tolman, representing 
the dead woman’s husband and sister. 
The circumstances under which Scudder 
had it drawn, if he did, will likely go 
far to prove or disprove his sanity and 
guilt. It seemingly was preserved 
by a lawyer, and the question 
of the attorney’s identity and pos- 
sible complicity is being carefully 
put toward a solution. It is said that 
an exptrt, to whom two wills were sub- 
pitted before Dr. Scudder's arrest and 
who knew nothing of the circumstances 
in the case, decided without hesitation 
that the two documents were not signed 
by the same person, One signature 
showing the tremor incident to old age 
or feebleness and the other being firmly 
written, with forced attempts at ir- 
regularity of outline. 

The case of Dr. Scudder, accused of 
the murder of his mother-in-law, Mrs, 
Dunton, was called for inquiry in the 
insanity court and postponed this morn- 
ing for one week. A reporter who in- 
terviewed Scudder had the impression 
that he is shamming insanity. Scudder 
denied that he killed Mrs. Dunton. Dr. 
Lyman, an insanity expert, believes 
that Scudder is insane. 

_< Janesville (Wis.;) dispatch tonight 
says that at an undertaking establish- 
ment there an examination of the body 
of Mrs. Dunton was made this after- 
noon. The relatives were afforded an 
opportunity to see the dead woman’s 
face. When the body was in Chicago 
the head was kept covered, it is said at 
Scudder’s imstance, because it was 
wholly unpresentable. The autopsy 
showed the head of the dead woman to 
have been terribly bruised and the skull 
fractured in several places. f

Maher the “Quitter’—Mitchell Trying to 
Get a Match with Sullivan, 

New Orveans, March 4.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Peter Maher’s career 
as a promising pugilist was brought toa 
full stop by his performance Wednesday 
night; at least that was the almost uni- 
versal sentiment of the sporting fra- 
ternity of the country as expressed 
here today.

THE KORESHANS. 


The Founder, Dr. Teed, Tells Something 
About the New Sect. 

Dr. C. R. Teed (Koresh,) the founder 
of that peculiar sect known as the 
Koreshan Unity, with headquarters in 
Chicago, is in the city. There are 
about 1000 adherents. tothe Koreshan 
faith, although there ‘are allied sects 
who accept its doctrines, bringing the 
number up to about 10,000. 

In a chat with a representative of 
Tue Timgs yesterday Dr. Teed gave an 
outline of the new sect and its creed, 
which may be of popular interest. 

Koreshanity is a religious, collegiate 
and secular system embodied in an or- 
ganic unity, having for its ultimate end 
the equitable distribution of the prod- 
ucts of art and nature, the adjustment 
of the industrial enterprises of the 
world on the basis of economy,. the re- 
duction of the hours of labor to the 
minimum and the full restoration of the 
government tothe people. Dr. Teed 
believes in the divinity of Christ and in 
the trinity. He also believes in rein- 
carnation, accepting this doctrine even 
more literally than the Theosophists. 

The Koreshan Unity is organized on 
the communistic basis. They hold all 
property in common and those belong- 
ing to the inner courts are strictly celi- 
bate. They believe that it is through 
the application of the law of celibac 
that immortality is to be 8 
They think the ultimate of human at- 
tainment is the power to overcome 
death, and that some day man will’ 
reacha stage of spiritual perfection | 
which will allow him to pass over into 
the other existence without the disso- 
lution of the body. 

Dr. Teed lectured at Caledonia Hall 
last evening, and he will speak at the 
same place this evening on The Evo- 
lution of the Kingdom of Righteous- 
ness.“ 

According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle of Thursday Dr. Teed has 
„predicted“ that his death would 
take place in 1898 during the World's 
Fair in Chicago. He prophesies that he 
will meet his fate at the hands of an 
angry mob of husbands, whose wives 
he has induced to leave them to join. 
the celibates. His death will be an 
awful and painful one, as the angry 
husbands will make the pynishment 
fit the crime. After his death Teed, 
who says he is now the incarnation of 
Christ, will appear before his disciples 
in astral form, give them comfort and 
advice, and then become an invisible 
part of each of them. The followers 
of Teefi have full faith that their 
„Messiah“ will die in the fall of next 
year, as he has predicted. The new 
sect will, however, continue to exist and 
endeavor to make converts until the 
whole world has been brought to the 
one belief.

THE CITRUS FAIR. 


Prominent Les Angeles People 
Among the Visitors. 


An Attraetive Programme Arranged 
for Today’s Matinee. 
The Fair to be Open from 1 to6 
O’cloek Sunday Afternoon. 


Santa Barbara County's Exhibit—A Unique 
and Beautiful Display of Tropical 
Plants—Over 300 Varieties 

Represented. 


The throng of tourists at the citrus 

fair last night was considerably in- 
creased by prominent Los Angeles 
people, who are just awakening to the 
fact that the exhibit is well worth see- 
ing, and itis fair to assume that dur- 
ing the remainder of the fair the at- 
tendance of home people will be some- 
thing like the merits of the display 
should call out. 
. H. Westcott excited the wonder 
and admiration of the crowd by his 
marvelous whistling, imitating clev- 
erly the mockingbird, bobolink, catbird, 
oriole, robin, duck, chicken and all the 
feathered creation. Members of the 
Athletic Club did some tumbling whieh 
called forth much applause. 

Today the school children will be ad- 
mitted at 10 cents each. The matinée 
programme will be especially attrac- 
tive. There will be zither playing and a 
doll drill by thirty littler girls under 
the direction of Miss Helen Widney. 

In the evening there will be a mili- 
tary drill. Mr. Goodsell, who was an- 
nounced to speak, will not be able to be 
present until Monday evening when he 
will be heard from. 

The list of awards will be announced 
this evening from the platform and 
there will be some surprises. 

A great deal of pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the Gate Com- 
mittee to have the fair open on Sunday 
afternoon for the benefit of, those who 
are employed during the week, and it 
has been decided to throw open the 
doors from 1to6 p.m. The fair will be 
open three days and evenings next week. 

“The Riverside people object to the 
statement that orange lands in the 
Redlands-Highlands-Mentone belt sell 
at even higher prices than Riverside 
lands. Mr. Castleman says he sold ten 
acres unimproved at Riverside for $10,- 
000 cash, These are certainly high 
figures. 

By a slip Tur Times was made to say 
that Redlands growers had organized to 
sell their fruit under a Riverside brand. 
It should of course have read Redlands 
brand. 


SANTA BARBARA COUNTY EXHIBIT. 


A Unique Display of Novel and Beautiful 
Plants 

The display of Santa Barbara county 
is unique, at once arresting the atten- 
tion of visitors by its difference from all 
others in the hall. It looks like an 
island of green in an ocean of yellow. 
Its citrus fruits are hidden beneath 
waving palms and semi-tropical plants. 
To the ordinary visitor, not particularly 
interested in citrus fruits, it is the most 
interesting display in the hall, including 
so great a variety of novel and beautiful 
plants, fruits and flowers that one may 
linger for an hour and yet leave much 
unseen. This very fact, which makes 
the exhibit so interesting to the average 
visitor, ‘paused. the committee much 
difficulty: as the orange men objected to 
the show because it was not, in the 

strictest sense of the word, a citrus ex- 
hibit. Judging from a vox populi basis, 
the committee was right, for crowds 
linger around the Santa Barbara table 
at every hour ofthe day. Clio L. Lloyd, 
an intelligent gentleman, thoroughly 
informed on all matters pertaining to 
the county, is in charge of the exhibit, 
and has hard work to answer all the 
questions which are fired at him regard- 
ing the many curious  horticuitural 
products in his charge. 

A portion of Santa Barbara county, 
along the coast, south of Point Corcep- 
tion, has been peculiarly favored by 
nature. Sheltered from the north 
} winds and from the cold ocean current, 
-which is shot off seaward by the pro- 
montory mentioned, and further shel- 
tered by the chain of islands, it basks 
in perpetual sunshine, unharmed by 
frost. This fortunate section, which 
has been termed the Riviera of the Pa- 
cific, perhaps comes nearer to being an 
earthly paradise than any other portion 
of Southern California. A near ap- 
proach to it, geographically and cli- 

matically, is found in the Cahuenga 
foothill belt of this county. 

As an evidence of the frostless char- 
acter of this section, Santa Barbara ex- 
hibits 800 specimens of semi-tropical 
and tropical fruits.and plants, a major- 
ity of which will grand no frost at all. 
Here these delicate fruits may be seen 
ripe and ripening in great variety, 
many of them strangers, even in name, 
to all but the horticultural expert. 

While Santa Barbara county does not 
claim front rank as a citrus fruit pro- 
ducing county, simply because the hor- 
ticultural industry is as yet in a back- 
ward condition up there, it yet makes 
an interesting showing of oranges and 
lemons. Among the orangesare navels, 
‘seedlings, Mediterranean Sweets, Ha- 
vanas, St. Michaels, Kid Glove and Man- 
darino, The navels are specially fine. 
A noteworthy fact in regard to the 
oranges displayed is that they have all 
been raised without irrigation. In fact 
Santa Barbara county has not a single 
irrigation canal of importance within 
its borders. Everything shown except 
the lemons and bananas was raised 
without irrigation. Another orange 
displayedis the West India marmalade 
orange, a small variety, very bitter. It 
is this orange which is used to mix with 
others in producing the celebrated Dun- 
dee marmalade, manufactured at the 
city of that name in Scotland, the 
oranges being imported from the Azores 
Islands, which Ignatius Donnelly claims 


are the remains of the lost Atlantis. 


It is the absence of this orange which 
makes all marmalade heretofore put 
up in California deficient in the well- 
known bitter twang that is so pro- 
nounced a feature of the Scotch prod- 
uct. Samples of marmalade made at 
Santa Barbara, with an admixture of 
this orange, could not be distinguished 
in flavor from the celebrated Dundee 
marmalade. This opens up another im- 
portant industry for Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

There are lemons of the Eureka, Lis- 
bon and Villafranca varieties. The 
Eureka lemons shown are from trees 
only 2 years old. The planting of a 
single orchard of lemons, mostly of the 
Eureka variety, has just been com- 
pleted on Los 1entes ranch at Monte- 
cito, the orchard covering 800 acres, 
which will make it one of the largest 
if not the largest—in the State. 
In connection therewith has been 
built the largest citrus house—for dry- 
ing, etc.—in America, à massive and 


elegant stucture of stone, with tile roof, 


in the mission style of architecture, that 
atonce reminds one of the accepted 
design for the California State building 
at the World's Fair. On inguiry it is 
found that the architect is the same in 
both cases, The idea of both buildings

Another lemon shown is the Berga- 
mot, a small variety, with a peculiarly 
aromatic rind, which is the chief base 
of the celebrated Bergamot perfume, 
the manufacture of which affords the 
chief income to the large city of Ber- 
gamo, in Northern Italy. Quite a num- 
ber of these trees have been successfully 

own around Santa Barbara, and ef- 

orts are being made to introduce the 
— of the perfume, which is 
highly profitable. 

There are some fine limes in the ex- 
hibit. Little of the fruit is shown at 
the fair. Santa Barbara’s display in- 
cludes the Mexican, Spanish and sweet 
rind varieties. California does not pro- 


‘| duce a moiety of the limes consumed in 


the State, most of them coming from 
Mexico. There is no reason why this 
should be so. The lime is a delicate 
fruit—even more so than the lemon— 
but there are many sheltered localities 
in this section where it can be success- 
fully raised. The ‘‘sweet rind’’ lime 
shown is a peculiar variety, very differ- 
ent from the ordinary lime, being large, 
with knobby or warty skin, like a King 
orange. The rind may be sweet, but 
the flesh is intensely acid—more so than 
that of a lemon. It should be a valua- 


ble fruit in the manufacture of sauces 


and essences. 

Specimens are also shown of the cit- 
ron, the mother of the citrus family, 
the culture of which has been so unac- 
countably neglected in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The frnit grows here as well as 
other members of the citrus family. 
In the Mediterranean region the pro- 
duction of citron is highly profitable. 
It is there packed in barrels with brine 
for export. Here it could be sold to 
local crystalizing works. This is an- 
other of the neglected industries of 
Southern California. Some ladies at 
Santa Barbara have cured citron on a 


small scale and sold it at the stores for 


80 cents a pound. 

Last among the citrus fruits comes 
the pomolo, the sourish-bitter, over- 
grown orange, which is practically iden- 
tical with the grape fruit mentioned 
yesterday in connection with River- 
side’s exhibit. It is known in Jamaica 
and. other West India islands as the 
shaddock. Those who are educated up 
to it doubtless appreciate it, bat, as in 
the case of olives, tomatoes and ca- 
viare, the taste must be acquired. 

So much for the citrus fruits. The 
numerous other fruits which mpen in 
Santa Barbara at midwinter next claim 
attention. 

There are large lemon — as big 
as small eggs and oval in shape, a va- 
riety of the guava family which is by 
many preferred to the strawberry 
guava, often seen at our fruit stores. 
Guava jelly is celebrated the world over 
and the raw fruit is considered by the 
natives of India as aninfallible cure for 
dysentery. 

Japanese persimmons, fully ripe, are 
shown. Seven carloads of this fruit 
have recently been shipped from Santa 
Barbara, four to New York and three to 
England. 

There are some fine walnuts, for which 
preduct Santa Barbara county is cele- 
brated. Russell Heath has about 500 
acres of walnuts in one orchard. 

Prominent among the displays is an 
exhibit of olive oil, for which Ellwood 
Cooper hasmade the name of Santa 
Barbara famous the world over. The 
oil is beautiful to look at, andits flavor 
delights the palate of the connoisseur, 
who finds it so difficult to secure the 
pure olive*oil. The late Legislature 


passed a law making it a misdemeanor 


to sell adulterated ofl as olive oil. If 
this law were enforced every grocer in 
California would go to jail. Three- 
fourth of the oil imported from Italy, 
and nine-tenths of that imported from 
France, is adulterated, being mainly 


composed of Russian sunflower seed, 


Ajgerian peanuts and American cotton 
seed. Mr. Cooper gets $1.50 a quart 
bottle, wholesale, for his product, and 
the public findit hard to get at any 
price. 

Ripe olives on the branches are 
shown, also, dried olives, a ripe olive, 
devoid of bitter, but full of oil. It is a 
new product for this section but a com- 
mon Italian dish. 

Two big bunches of dates adorn the 


display. The date ripens at Santa 
Barbara. It has to be cured before be- 
ing eaten. There are comparatively 


few places in the State where the date 
comes to maturity. 

Among the deciduous fruits are fine 
specimens of New York pippins, large 
and juicy, only recently gathered from 
the tree. Apples that can be marketed 
at this time of year are almost as val- 
uable to the acre as . in South- 
ern California. 

A big bunch of plump bananas shows 
what Santa Barbara can do in this line. 
Bananas areno longer an experiment 
up there. During a portion of the year 
bananas and pineapples of local product 
are regularly sold at the Santa Barbara 
stores. A growing pineapple. is also 
shown. Many of these are cultivated 
for the market around Santa Barbara. 
The only other section of the State 
where they are known to be grown is at 
San Diego. 

The cherimoya, or custard apple, is a 
table fruit which resembles a solid arti- 
choke in appearance. There are many 
of these trees around Santa Barbara. 

The lecheum, a peculiar fruit hailing 
from Samoa, white, with knobby wart- 
like points, is eaten cooked. It is some- 
thing like the poi of the Hawaiian 
Islands. The entire fruit is the seed, 
and is planted like a potato. 

The aligator pear, a fruit about the 
size of a potato, perfectly black in color, 
has a taste like butter. The seed is 
very large. 

Edible passion flower fruit as big as 
an averagé plum is shown. There 
are several varieties. This, the most 
fitted for food, has purple flowers and 
purple fruit. The fruit is eaten with 
cream like strawberries. 

There is a plate of fruit of the to- 
mato tree, a small, oval, orange-col- 
ored fruit. Thetree is indigenous to 
Jamaica and the West Indies and is of 
comparatively recent origin. Around 
Santa Barbara it grows to a height of 
from fifteen to eighteen feet. It is 
rapid in growth, bearing within eight- 
een months from seed planting. It is 
like the banana, lemon and orange 
in flavor, It produces fruit every 
month in the year. When young it is 
pale green, changing to purple and 
finally toa bright orange, Apart from 
its value as a fruit bearer it makes a 
handsome ornamental tree, being an 
evergreen having large, fig-like leaves. 

Probably two hundred times a day 
Mr. Lloyd is called upon to tell visitors 
what the large bunches of purple fruit, 
like dried grapes, are. These are the 
seeds of the chameropis palm, a smaller- 
leaved variety of the fan palm. 

There is some orange wine on exhibi- 
tion, made by C. F. Eaton. The mak- 
ing of wine from oranges has not been 
an entire success in Southern Califor- 
nia, it having been tried in several 
wineries afew years ago. It has been 
said that orange juice does not contain 
sufficient alcohol to make a good wine. 
That exhibited from Santa Barbara is, 
however, quite as alcoholic as the aver- 
age Rhine wine, and has a very pleas- 
ant flavor. 

There is a branch of the honey tree— 
Banksia Australis — with large burrs, 
like long chestnut burrs. From these 
honey exudes at certain seasous of the 
year and bees swarm around it. 

Seed of, the island are 


shown on the branch. They are about 
— size of a cherry. The tree itself is 
arge. 

Ripecchile peppers were brought to 
the fair for the purpose of decoration 
and to provethe mildness of the Santa 
Barbara climate, the chile being par- 
ticularly susceptible to frost. 

A remarkable flower is the desert pea, 
a large, showy blossom, which grows on 
the deserts of Australia. 

Among the plants are growing Sago 
palms, cinnamon trees and branches of 
the camphor tree. The latter tree has 
been planted quite generally in the 
State forj ornamental purposes, and 
might undoubtedly be successfully 
grown for its gum. In Florida it is 
largely grown. Every part of the tree 
can be made to yield camphor, so that 
nothing is wasted. The camphor used 
in the United States comes mostly from 
Japan and the islands of Formosa, Su- 
matra and Borneo, and amounts in value 
to néarly $3,000,000 annually. 

While on the subject of plants it might 
be well to say that at a popular show 
like this all plants should be labeled 
with the vulgar American, as well as 
the aristocratic Latin name. The 
latter sometimes resembles a cross be- 
tween a crocodile and a kite-shaped 
track, and is apt toconfuse the average 
visitor, who hasn't been to college. 

There are a number of photographs of 
the Santa Barbara nursery, which would 
do excellent missionary work in the 
frozen East. Here are fields of calla 
lilies, roses and pampas plumes, ponds 
covered with rare water lilies and a 
photograph of a lady who took part in 
a midwinter carnival, decorated with 
hundreds of rare roses, that would have 
been worth 61000 in New York. 
Some views of ideal homes among the 
live oaks and semi-tropical foliage are 
also most attractive. 


FARMERS’ IN STITUTE. 


Meeting at the Chamber of Commerce 
Rooms Yesterday. 


Interesting Papers Read aud Horticultural 
and Agricultural Subjects Dis- 
cassed—Sessions to Con- 
tinue Today. 


The Farmers’ Institute met in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock, 
President T. J. Luccock in the chair and 
Prof. Wickson to open the meeting. In 
his opening remarks Prof. Wickson 
spoke of the necessity of these farm- 
ers’ meetings to the State, and cited the 
great good which they have accom- 
plished in many of the Eastern States, 
notably Wisconsin. The institute is 
now a recognized factor in twenty-six 
States and Territories, and is rapidly 
becoming a force in the education of all 
residing in our rural localities and en- 
gaged in tilling the soil. 

ce first paper read and discussed was 
by C. C. Thomson of Pasadena, who 
spoke upon ‘Fruit Production and a 
Market,“ calling particular attention to 
the fact that the price received by the 
grower and that paid by the consumer 
was altogether out of proportion, and 
that the rapidly growing ‘fruit industry 
of Southern California, in order to af- 
ford a profitable outlet for its product, 
must devise ways and means for finding 
a larger and a more remunerative mar- 
ket. — 
The discussion brought out several in- 
structive points, some of the speakers 
advocating-the building of canneries 
and driers in the different localities 
upon the codperative plan. Others con- 
tended that the establishment of agen- 
cies in the East, that would sell direct 
to the consumer, would do much toward 
lessening the margins that are now en- 
joyed by the middlemen and jobbers. 

One man said that he lived in the San 
Gabriel Valley, and lost one out of every 
three crops of lemons by the heat scorch- 
ing or the cold freezing the fruit, and out- 
lined a scheme he had of building a 
frame house, after the plan of lath 
houses over seed beds to protect his 
trees from the heat and cold. He said 
it would not cost more than $12 per 
tree to erect this house, and it would 
last twenty yearsand he thought it 
might be worth the money to do it 
if the trees would thrive as well,in the 
inclosure, and on this he wanted the 
opinion of the farmers. A San Diego 
man who was present advised him to 
come down to the southern part of San 
Diego county and buy some land where 
they didn’t have frost, instead of pay- 
ing out his money for lumber to build 
houses for his trees. Another man, who 
spoke with a foreign accent, said that 
the reason the sun burned the fruit was 
beause 2 were not sufficiently irri- 
gated. taly, where the heat is just 
as intense, the trees are being con- 
stantly watered, and the fruit never 
burns. 

The Bay’nclimate man (who was from 
Chula Vista) suggested covering the 
young trees with papers to protect 
from heat, but could not prescribe for 
frost except by change of location. 

A Pasadena man wanted to know 
what to do with his trees that had been 
barked by the windstorm, and was ad- 
vised to paint them to prevent rotting 
till they were healed, and to cut them 
back about four_inches and let them 
bud. Just here the San Diego man 
bobbed up serenely again and said that 
their county never had sandstorms, 
which, he believed, were worse than 
San Diego rabbits, but the same pro- 
tection might answer for both, namely, 
surrounding the tree trunks with tough 
paper, made specially for the purpose, 
up about two feet from the ground. 
The Pasadena sandstorm victim said 
that the rule wouldn’t apply, for the 
‘‘rabbits’’ he referred to were so high 
they would reach more than two feet. 
The San Diego man said he would yield 
the palm to Pasadena, for the San 
— rabbits never grew so high as 
that. 

After some more discussion the pro- 
fessor read a paper on What Horti- 
culture Has Done for California.“ The 
first part showed the financial results 
and was bristling with statistics in 
seven figures. The effects of horticul- 
ture on the development of health, in- 
tellect, morality and statesmanship 
were then referred to, and he wound up 
by advising the farmers to send their 
young people up tothe university, where | 
they would teach them how to be suc- 
cessful farmers. The farmers listened 
attentively and applauded the professor 
when he got through. A Committee 
on Organization was then appointed, 
consisting of the following gentlemen: 
Messrs. Thomson of Pasadena, Luccock 
of Clearwater, Lee of Santa Monica, 
Dillon of Long Beach and Kruckeberg 
of Los Angeles. This committee will 
report on permanent organization, con- 
stitution, etc., this afternoon, when the 
institute meets again at 1:80 to listen 
to a paper on ‘‘Soilsand Fertilizers’’ by 
Prof. Hilgard, who is at the head of the 
horticultural department at Berkeley. 
It is urgently desired that every grower 
who can will make it a point to be pres- 
ent. Prof. Hilgardis probably the fore- 
most authority on this subject west of 
the Rocky Mountains, and anything that 
he may say will not only be interesting, 
but instructive and of great value to all 
engaged in the profession of horticul- 
ture.

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The Ear-marks of a Sure Winner. 
_ The Herald, when it works itself up 
to the full pitch of Democratic fervor, 
isapt to becomea little mixed as to 
metaphor. For example, in referring 
to Senator Hill of New York yesterday, 
it said: „He has all the ear-marks of a 
sure winner. There isa little nimbus 
about his bald head that means vic- 
tory.’’ 

It will be cold comfort to Saint Hill, 
with his head surmounted by a halo and 
his ears notched with the insignia of 
victory, to know that his staunch sup- 
porter in Los Angeles has pledged itself 
in advance to throw him overboard 
with the greatest equanimity if the 
prophecy should prove faulty. The 
‘‘ear-marks”’ and the ‘‘nimbus’’ gre, 
after all, only tentative signs; they may 
not indicate the ‘‘sure winner,“ or even 
a fast trotter. 

When asaint gets himself up for a 
trotting match the ear marks are dis- 
guised as effectually as possible so as to 
give no pointers on the pool box, and 
the nimbus is sponged off. We leave it 
to the sporting editor of the Herald to 
decide whether this is not invariably 
the rule of the turf. Now, in the case 
of a pig ora calf, or even a steer, the 
‘‘ear-marks’’ are generally retained; 
but the ‘“‘nimbus*’ is nowhere. And, be- 
sides, a pig, a calf, or a steer is hardly 
ever a sure winner.’’ At any rate 
they don’t count for much in the bet- 
ting. 

In the case of a politician who has all 
the qualifications of speed, ear-marks 
and nimbus combined, of course it 
might be different. We have never 
seen the matter tested with that kind of 
a maverick, or, rather, we should say 
with that kind of a saint, and if 
David Bennett Hill has the re- 
quisite speed (and bottom) there 
is no reason why he should not do as 
well at least as Sunol, which we believe 
is 2:08%. Those whoare interested in 
a fair contest, however, should insist 
that there be no jockeying; the ‘‘ear- 
marks’’ and the ‘‘nimbus’’ must not be 
interfered with. 

With this understanding the Herald 
may be permitted to exercise its judg- 
ment, ana, while refusing to bet on its 
own pointer, still reserve the privilege 
| of.eventually backing the winning pig. 

Meanwhile, we insist, in the language 
of the late lamented Sir Boyle Roach, 
that we smell a mouse; we see it float- 
ing in the air; and we propose to nip it 
in the bud.

The call made by Tux Times yesterday 
for specifications evoked no response 
from the two quarters named, but from 
an authoritative source comes a clear- 
cut and conclusi¥e statement bearing 
upon and covering the matter in ques- 
tion.

The Kern County Californian, pub- 
lished at Bakersfield, has, in a recent 
issue, the following rather peppery ar- 
ticle, which will be good reading for 
Los Angeles merchants: 


San Francisco has been for upward of 
forty years the Old Man of the Sea“ to the 
Sinbad of the interior, sapping its very 
life-current and rendering nothing that 
could be called an effort at an equivalent. 
So as the products of Kern county were

ler became rich at the cost of our local 
graziers, allright. But when.we want any 
help in return there is nothing for us. The 
other day a local bank was offered a 815. 
000 loan on first-class security, and sought 


| co}peration in the premises from a San Fran- 


cisco banking concern that claims a surplus 
of over a million; asking them to take half 
the loan. The answer came back, Too far 
Away.“ 

This isa game at which two can play. On 
our last visitsto Los Angeles we spent an 
hour or two in examining the shops in that 
city and found everything so much cheaper 
there than in San Francisco that we have 
no hesitation in advising our business men 
to purchase their goods in Los Angeles, 
which is less than 200 miles from us, while 
San Franciscois over 300 miles away. The 
truth is that San Franciscois just a little 
too far away. 

Let us put this into practice for awhile. 
If one of our banks get a chance at a 
bigger loan than it cares to carry by itself, 
let it call for assistance upon some kindred 
association in Los Angeles and see if they 
will say Too far away! when it is a gilt- 
edge loan at 9 percent. per annum. Let us 
see if the dealers in dry goods, groceries, 
clothing, household furniture and farming 
machinery in the City of the Angels will 
say that Bakersfield is too far away“ 
when our retailers go down there and ask 
for sixty days’ credit on merchandise with 
which to replace their stock. We do not 
apprehend any difficulty of the kind. 


To business men we commend a careful 
investigation of the wholesale houses in 
Los Angeles. There are at least some kinds 
of goods for sale in that city whose prices 
border upon a revelation. 


Tun editor of the Banning Herald, 
who recently made a trip to San Fran- 
cisco, contributes.a column or so of cor- 
respondence to his paper, which has 
several spicy things in it. We quote 
the following political gossip:

‘‘T want you and your pal, as soon as 
your shoes are properly polished.’’ 

This is not my pal,’’ replied Davis, 
placing his hand familiarly on a high- 
toned looking chap seated next to him. 
Inever saw this gentleman before in 
‘my life.“ 

This convinced the Chief that they 
were two of a kind, and he invited 
them to get down and escort him to the 
police station.

BOWERS TAKES A HAND. 


Pacific Mail Must Keep Its Con- 
tract as to San Diego. 


The Bering Sea Dispute Again Ap- 
proaches an Acute State. 


Congressman Springer Out of Danger 
and Improving.

WasuineTon, March 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Congressman Bowers 
had a long interview yesterday with 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker on 
the subject of the alleged refusal of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company to land 
at San Diego and the consequent ina- 
bility of business men to establish com- 
mercial relations with the countries to 
the south. After the interview he said: 
1 feel confident that the Postoffice De- 
partment will insist upon the fulfillment 
of the contract as it was intended 
by law; that is, that the postal 
subsidy was not voted simply to provide 
for carrying the, mails, but to develop 
commerce as well. I believe that Mr. 
Wanamaker will do the right thing in 
the matter, and if he does that he will 
compel the steamship company to land 
and receive and discharge passengers 
and freight, or the contract will be an- 
nulled. If he cannot do that, then, of 
course I will have to act in the House 
and ask Congress to give us our rights.“ 

„This matter,“ continued Mr. Bow- 
ers, ‘‘does not only interest the people 
6f San Diego, but is of vital importance 
to all Southern California. The press 
of Los Angeles, besides that of all in- 
land cities and towns, representing the 
different industries, isaunit in denoun- 
cing the acts of the Pacific Mail com- 
pany as an imposition and outrage.”’ 


THE RAUM INQUIRY. 


That . Completed Files” Order Now Being 
Looked Into. 

Wasnineton, March 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The examination of As- 
sistant Secretary Busséy of the Interior 
Department was continued today by the 
Special Pension Office Investigation 
Committee. 

,Mr. Enloe, after elicting information 
that there are a number of complaints 
from pensioners about delay in adjudi- 
cation of their claims, asked if an order 
had been issued practically taking the 
office force from their work under the 
old laws and putting it to work on the 
adjudication of cases under the Depend- 
ent and Disability Act of 1890. 

Mr. Bussey denied that the entire 
force was so employed, but added that 
a large number of claims arising under 
the old laws, in which evidence was in- 
sufficient to meet its requirements, had 
been adjudicated pnder the new law 
through an order issued by himself to 
the Commissioner in 1888. 

Mr. Enloe then examined Mr. Bussey 
with reference to the completed files’’ 
order, which, it is charged, was issued 
at the request of Pension Attorney 
Lemon and gave Lemona considerable 
advantage in prosecuting claims. 

Mr. Bussey said he believed ition “os 
der facilitated the adjudication * of 
claims. It was true that many claims 
found by the board of review to be 
incomplete were put on the com- 
pleted files, but no cases known in ad- 
vance to be incomplete were put there. 
The witness did not know from whom 
the order originated. He heard before 
it was issued that an experiment had 
been made on some of Lemon’s cases. 
Practical experience, Bussey declared, 
demonstrated that under the com- 
pleted files’? order greater efficiency 
was observed than under the former 
methods. 

Bussey did not believe the order gave 
Washington attorneys an advantage 
over country attorneys. 7 
Chairman Wheeler asked if witness 
had heard of a business transaction 
(the indorsing of a note) between Raum 
and Lemon the day the order was is- 
sued. 

Bussey had no personal knowledge of 
it. He did not know whether or not 
Lemon put in 4000 claims at once after 
the order was issued, involving fees of 
$100,000. 

Referring to the board of pension ap- 
peals Mr. Enloe asked if any persons 
practicing before that board were sons 
or relatives of members. Mr. Bussey 
said he did not know, and with some 
heat protested against promptings from 
„a mar of that character,“ pointing to 
a man behind Mr. Enloe. 

Mr. Enloe retorted that he did not 
know that it was Mr. Bussey’s business, 
and the chairman said the committee 
would get information from any source 
reliable.

THE BERING SEA DISPUTE, 
Lord Salisbury Unwilling to Renew the 
Modus Vivendi. 

WasnNorox, March 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The fact was developed 
today that the authorities have received 
notice that Lord Salisbury is unwilling, 
while arbitration proceedings in the 
Bering Sea dispute are pending to re- 
new the modus vivendi of last year. He 


is said to be willing, however, to take 


the necessary steps for putting a stop, 
during the approaching season, to mis- 


cellaneous deep-sea seal fishing within 


thirty miles of Pribylov Islands. It is 
impossible to learn at the State Depart- 
ment the precise nature of the substi- 
tute proposed by Lord Salisbury. It is 
probable that this information, received 
from London, caused President Harri- 
son to shorten his stay at Virginia 
Beach, and he will return to Washing- 
ton on Saturday instead of on Monday as 
he contemplated. 

It is likely the treaty of arbitration 
will be submitted to the Senate early 
next week, possibly by Monday, 

The course of negotiations now in 
pro s between the United States and 
Great Britain touching the seal fisher- 
ies in Bering Sea are being closely. 
watched by members of the foreign 
committees of the Senate and House. 
The report that Lord Salisbury has re- 
fused to renew the modus vivendt is re- 
ceived with dissatisfaction. Members 
of the committees do not disguise their 
belief, in private, that unless the Brit- 
ish government shows a disposition to

The total appropriation is $24.245,- 
649, which is $867,880 less than the 
appropriation for the current year. 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
has practically completed the Naval 
Bill, which appropriates $24,000,000. 
No appropriation is made for new cruis- 
ers. Seven million dollars is appropri- 
ated for the construction of ships here- 
tofore authorized and $2,000,000 for 
their armament.

THE AYRES TRIAL. 
Cestimony All in and Argument 


me Defendant Concludes His Story of 
the Baldwin Deal. 


Attempt to Show Bad Feeling Between 
Ayres and Baker. 


An Alleged Conversation That Took Place 
in the Jail—Money Paid in a Saloon 
—General Court Notes—New 
Suits. 


The taking of testimony in the Lyman 
Ayres case, which has been on trial be- 
fore Judge Shaw and a jury in Depart- 
nent Five of the Superior Court for 
the past four days, was concluded yes- 
lerday afternoon, and, as the matter 


tas already been partially argued, the 
thances are that it will be submitted to 


the jury this afternoon. | 
The examination of the defendant, 
Lyman Ayres, who was on the stand 
when court adjourned Thursday after- 
soon, was resumed yesterday morning. 
He denied emphatically that he ever 
poke to Edward L. Baker on the sub- 
lect of the Baldwin deal, and testified 
that Baker took the Dunn deed to a 
zotary and acknowledged it of his own 
volition, and not at his request. 

The defendant said that he and Baker 
aad had a misunderstanding shortly be- 
fore the latter was tried and convicted 
»f forgery, and were not on good terms 
n consequence thereof. 

An attempt was. made to show by the 
witness that Baker had threatened him, 
aut the Court refused to allow such testi- 
mony go in, much to the apparent cha- 
trin of his counsel. Ayres was then 
turned over to the mercies of Assistant 
-District Attorney McComas for cross- 
txamination, but the defendant bore 
simself through the trying ordeal to 
which he was subjected with admirable 
somposure, and was not shaken on any 
naterial point from the story he told on 
iis direct examination. 

T. R. Dering, the official stenographer 
who reported the case on preliminary 
*xamination before Justice Austin, was 
zalled for the purpose of testifying as 
o certain statements made at that time; 
put as he was unable to find his notes of 
the case, and the Court refused to allow 
the defense time in which to hunt them 
up. he was excused. 

Edward L. Baker was then called by 
the défense and questioned whether he 
iad not, in conversation with Theodore 
D. Murray and Dr. B. F. Bragg, at the 
zounty Jail, threatened to get even 
with Ayres, but he strenuously denied 
wer having had such a conversation. 
Theodore D. Murray and Dr. B. F. 
Bragg were then called, and each stated 
at Baker, during a conversation at 
he County Jail recently with reference 
to Ayres, had cursed him and said 
that it was his turn now, and that he 
would get to his collar, because when 
ie (Baker) was in trouble he would not 
vestify for him.

The putrefied remains of the man found a 
short distance south of Capistrano Thurs- 
day evening were brought to this city yester- 
day and an inquest held over the same, thé 
verdict of the jury being ‘‘gupposed drown- 
ing.“ The remains were interred in the 
Santa Ana Cemetery. 

It was a shocking sight to see the decay- 
ing mass of putrefied flesh lying in a heap 
in the coffin as it appcared at the depot, 
when the coffin was opened for the inspec- 
tion of the coroner's jury, The left leg 
was entirely gone, the thigh bone of the 
right leg protruding from the decomposed 
body, presenting an uncanny and sickening 
sight. Therightarm and hand was ex- 


being off from the shoulder. The hair had 
peeled from the head andthe flesh was 
pulpy and full of gases. The face was en- 
tirely unrecognizable, as it was swollen to 
frightful proportions. 

Who can the man be? was the question 
asked by those who were permitted 


to view the remains. No one knows 
of any one drowning in the vi- 
cinity of Capistrano whose body 


was not afterward found for the past 
two years. The appéarance of the body in- 
dicates that it has been inthe water from 
three to six months. It certainly could not 
have been there for two years, although it 
resembles in frame the German Who was 
drowned two years ago a short distance 
from where the body was found. 

The only clothes on the body were a vest 
of dark mixed goods and a dark linen shirt. 
The man was evidently of large build and 
muscular.

Avakian the Trne Name of the 
Dead Man. 


His Native Country. 


The Meeting with the Woman He 
Afterward Murdered. 


The Life of the Couple in San Francisco— 
The Young Armenian’s Mad In- 
fatuation — The Final 

Separation, 


Thes-San Francisco Chronicle of 
Thursday gives the following additional 
information concerning Henry Avok, 
the young Armenian, who on Tuesday 
afternoon last, shot and killed Norma 
Leighton, and then put a bullet through 
his brain: 

A Chronicle reporter held interviews yes- 
terday with Marcus Holbeck, E. C. Miller, 
Herman Brandel, David Ayvazian and the 
landlady of No. 335 O'Farrell street, where 
Avakian, as the name should be spelled, 
roomed before he left for Los Angeles on his 
mad mission. From these persons, all inti- 
mate friends of the dead man, the follow- 
ing facts were learned: 

Henry Avakian was a native of Armenia, 
from which country he came to the United 
States about three years ago with a friend 
whose name cannot now be ascertained. 
His family is one of social importance, his 
brother, A. Avakian, holding a high finan- 
cial office under the government. His 
first stopping place was Boston, whence he 
came to Fresno, Cal. In that city he spent 
the remainder of about 8200 which he had 
started with from Armenia, and, finding it 
necessary to work fora living, he entered 
the employ of a tailor named Marx, in 
whoseshop he learned the trade of tailor- 
ing. 
During the summer of 1890 Henry Avak- 
jan came to this city, and here began that 
series of events which wrecked the pros- 
pects of the young Armenian's life, and led 
to the horrible tragedy of Tuesday. Avak- 
ian worked at his trade here in the shops 
of Marcus Holbeck and Herman Blendel 
and earned about$20 aweek. During this 
time his parents sent him allowances, aver- 
aging about $25 a month, and with this 
money Avakian entered on a life of enjoy- 
ment. Some time in November last he met 
ina restaurant Norma Leighton, who at 
that time lived in the lodging-house at the 
northwest corner of Bush and Dupont 
streets. She was a beautiful girl, about 
19 years of age, and Avakian was 
fatuated with her startling beauty and co- 
quettish ways. He proposed marriage and 
was accepted, but the marriage was de- 
ferred. Fearing that his sweetheart was 
not living a life of strict virtue, he pre- 
vailed upon her to remove from her lodg- 
ing-house, and she then engaged rooms on 
O’Farrell street. Then followed a life of 
illicit love with the object of his affections, 
whom he would not believe to be other than 
his devoted sweetheart. He was an abject 
slave to her every caprice, and showered 
upon her unworthy head the most expen- 
sive presents, such as diamond rings, 
bracelets and musical instruments, upon 
several of which Norma was an accom- 
plished performer. 

Her affection for Avakian languished as 
his money dwindled, but that of Avakian 
grew stronger, and at last became the sole 
burden of his talk with his intimate ac- 
quaintances. He purchased three revolvers 
at different times, and laughingly informed 
his friend Miller that he would never let 
other man have Norma if his pistol 
did not fail to do its work. 

About three weeks ago the young woman, 
who was fickle and mercenary, like all her 
class, left for Los Angeles, presumably in 
the company of a prizefighter named Pur- 
cell, who was seen last with her before 
departure. Avakian became very despond- 
ent at her desertion, and offered $25 to an 


| one who would tell him where she had fle 


On Monday morning last he lefthis room, 
arid the landlady of the house found a note 
upon his bureau addressed to her and say- 
ing that he had gone to Los Angeles upon 
a short visit. The occurrences as related 
in yesterday’s Chronicle followed. 

At the time of his death Avakian was a 
member in good standing of the San Fran- 
cisco Journeymen Tailors’ Protective and 
Benevolent Union and Bay City Lodge, No. 
order of Foresters. He 
was possessed of a good education and im- 
pressed all who met him as a man of re- 
finement. 

The Leighton woman came here from 
Salt Lake City in the latter part of Octo- 
ber, last year, with a man named Young, 
who is now in the County Jail serving a 
term of imprisonment for stealing some 
jewelery from the woman. She claimed 
to have been bornin a small town in the 
vicinity of Sioux City, Iowa. and was about 
<A years of age. Avakian was 22 years 
old. 

Later developments in this city cor- 
roborate the above story. Purcell ac- 
companied the woman to this city and 
was intimate with her in San Fran- 
cisco. It is claimed that he knew noth- 
ing of her connection with Avok in 
San Francisco, but it is now claimed 
that the girl got something over $600 
from Avok by promising to marry him. 
After their arrival in Los Angeles Pur- 
cell and the woman had trouble, the 
cause of which is said to be a married 
man in this city, with whom the 
woman spent considerable time. She 
was absent from her boarding place 
on one occasion for two days and nights, 
and on her return Purcell, it is claimed, 
gave her a beating, which caused a 
separation. Of course what took place 
between Avok and the Leighton woman 
inthe room just before the tragedy 
will never be known, but it is now be- 
lieved that Avok insisted on her fulfill- 
ing her promise to marry him and to 
return to San Francisco at once, and on 
her positive refusal to do so the murder 
and suicide immediately followed. 


AN ELEGANT INTERIOR. 


Recent Work in the Residence of W. H, 
Perry on Pearl Streets 

The hall in“ the residence of W. H. 
Perry, on Pearl street, has just been 
richly decorated by Messrs. Eckstrom & 
Strasburg in a most fascinating manner. 
There is a high dado of Lincrusta-Wal- 
ton around the halls and up the stair- 
way, finished in maroon lake, high- 
lighted in gold, copper and green 
bronze. The walls are of the same tone 
of the dado, with a fine tracery in 
lighter tones and gold in the Old Em- 
pire style, having a broad frieze to 
match, divided from the wall by a pic- 
ture rail. The lower hall ceiling is cov- 
ered with Lincrusta, in the Empire 
style, blended in maroon and olive 
tints, having the relief most successfully 
picked out in green, gold and copper 
bronze, all of which harmonize most 
charmingly with the walls and dado. 
On the newelin the lower hall isa fine 
piece of carving, in the shape of a Moor, 
holding in his hand a three-light can- 
delabra. This work of art was im- 
ported from Italy by Mr. Perry at a 
cost of $380. The ceiling in the upper 
hall is done in fresco, very charmingly 
executed, having a stiling of a-lighter 
tone than the wall, and divided from 
the ceiling proper by a gold beading. 
The main ceiling is tinted in tones of 
aerial blue, on which several cupids are 
painted in a very charming manner. 
Besides the hall, Mr. Perry has also had 
decorated a bedroom in blue and ivory 
Lignomuer paper, having a ceiling 
modeled in Louis XVI style and very 
successfully ».executed in color. The 
whole embelishment gives a very pleas- 
ing effect and reflects great credit upon 
Messrs. Eckstrom & Strasburg, the 
decorators who have sosuccessfully car- 
ried out the work.
